Subject:  Concerning  a  plan  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Manchu-Mongolien  Empire. 

According  to  the  facts  related  on  December  22  to  Vice- 
Consul  Goto  in  strict  secrecy  by  Chen  Chul,  e  close  friend  to 
the  Emperor  Hsuantung,  fcr  my  information: 

"The  Mongolian  racd  has  been  placed  in  a  difficult 
position  for  a  long  time,  persecuted  by  Russia  in  the 
north,  oppressed  by  the  Han  race  in  the  south  and  molested 
by  the  Three  Eastern  Provinces  in  the  east.  If  this  situa¬ 
tion  shou'id  be  left  as  it  is,  there  would  be  no  choice  for 
the  Mongolian  people  than  to  be  wiped  out.  Fearing  this 
and  taking  advantage  of  the  confusion  in  China  end  the  com¬ 
plication  of  relationship  with  Russia,  the  princes  of  Inner 
and  Cuter  Moniiolla  have  met  in  conference  several  times,  to 
open  up  a  wey  fcr  the  autonomy  of  the  Mongolian  people.  As 
a  result,  they  have  sought  the  independence  of  Mongolia 
through  collaboration  with  such  old-type  warlords  ns  Chang 
Tso-Hsiang  and  Chi  Chln-Chun  of  the  three  Eastern  Provinces, 
and  decided  to  establish  a  united  empire  of  Manchuria  and 
Mongolia,  with  the  Emperor  Hsuantung  os  its  head.  And  they 
have  been  actively  engaged  in  this  unification  in  various 
quarters.  To  Pel  Lu  and  others,  representing  the  princes  of 
Mongolia,  reported  the  above  scheme  to  the  Emperor  Hsuan- 
tung  to  obtain  his  sanction,  at  the  same  time  requesting 
financial  asslst'^nce  fcr  military  supplies.  The  Fmperor  is 
in  deep  sympathy  with  the  difficult  position  of  the  oppres¬ 
sed  Mongolian  people,  and  granted  the  wishes  of  the  various 
princes.  He  then  sold  his  treasured  pearls  through  Fu  Ta-Ton 
(a  Mongolian),  depositing  the  proceeds  of  400,000  yuan  in 
silver  with  the  Yokohama  Specie  Bank  and  the  National  City 
Bank  of  Now  York.  Recently  the  Emperor  handed  a  much  larger 
number  of  pearls  to  Fu  Ta-Ton,  who  tried  to  sell  then  in 
tf)e  British  Concession  here,  but  arousing  the  suspicion  of 
the  British  authorities,  he  had  to  confess  the  source  of 
the  pearls.  The  British  authorities  referred  the  matter  ta 
Emperor  Hsuantung,  who,  however,  denied  the  f'ct  because  of 
his  honor.  Fu  Ta-Ton,  therrfore.  g^ve  up  the  sale  and  the 
fact  is  that  the  pearls  were  returned  at 

"In  short,  though  the  Emperor  has  no  positive  inten¬ 
tion  of  recovering  his  former  emperor  status,  ^he  has  approv¬ 
ed  of  the  independence  movement  of  the  various’  Mongolian 
■Jj^l'^es  and  is  rendering  assistance  as  much  as  he  can.*' He 
InTfends  to  bo  enthroned  upon  the  completion  cf  reliable 
preparations.  To  Pel  Lu  and  others  have  now  returned  to 
Inner  Mongolia  to  investigate  the  military  strength  and 
armaments  of  the  v'-rlous  princes  and  to  discuss  military  op¬ 
erations." 
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Cheng  Chul  stated  thet  the  foregoing  story  wes  told  to  ! 

him  directly  by  the  Emperor  h:"solf,  as  a  strictly  confidential 
story.  He  also  related  that  t.i:-.s  affair  was  connected  with 
Prince  Kung,  Chang  Tsving-Chang ,  Sun  Chuan-Fang,  etc.,  belonging 
to  the  former  Chihli  group,  w ch  Chang  T30-Hsl»ng,  Chi  Chin- 
Chun,  etc.  belonging  to  the  oIq  type  militarists  of  the  liukden 
group,  as  well  as  with  the  Angupai  group.  He  further  mentioned 
that  there  were  rocret  plans  co  make  these  old  type  warlords 
first  declare  the  independence  of  the  Three  Eastern  Provinces 
by  driving  Chang  Tso  Lin  out.  and  that  arrangements  seemed  to 
be  under  way  for  representatives  of  the  v-rious  quarters  to 
meet  secretly  in  Dairen  to  hold  a  second  conference  in  the 
near  future. 

Though  the  above  scheme  fs  not  considered  to  be  easily 
realized,  those  people  afflllaced  with  the  former  Ching  dynasty, 
princes  of  Inner  and  Outer  Longciia,  and 'politicians  and  mili¬ 
tary  cliques  in  obscurity  are  j^iotting  together,  nevertheless. 

As  it  is  Sevan  that  reason*  ble  precaution  must  bo  taken 
ovrr  this  matter  concerning  p''«'.*a  end  order  in  Lanchurla  and 
Mongolia,  I  an  reporting  to  yor  ch«  foregoing  stories,  as  I 
have  heard  them,  for  your  rei'cf:nce.
